Plants robust with a Neckera habit, in loose yellowish-brown flattened tufts; 
stems prostrate, reaching 8 cm in lengh 3-4 mm in width including leaves, rather 
densely and somewhat complanately leaved, in upper region subpinnately branched, 
inferior parts dark brown superior yellowish-green. Branches complanately spread¬ 
ing, simple apex obtuse, the longer ones reaching 15 mm long. Stem leaves more 
or less shrivelled when dry, rather loosely imbricate, oblong-ovate cymbiforin, 
apices rather rapidly but shortly acuminate, and often irregularly reflexed, basal 
angles not decurrent, hardly undulate nor plicate, reaching 2-2.7 mm long, mar¬ 
gins involute, entire but indistinctly crenulate above. Costa thin and shortly forked 
or nearly double, about x / 4 leaf-length. Median leaf-cells sublinear to linear-rhomboid 
with thin walls, bearing dorsally indistinct papillae on the cell-angles, 40-60 X 4-6/r 
in diam., superior ones short 20-35^ long, inferior ones gradually shorter and 
broader, rectangular, alar ones distinctly differentiated, numerous, larger, hyaline, 
subquadrate to rectangular with rather thick walls, 20-30/x in diam. Branch-leaves 
similar to stem-leaves. Remaining parts unknown.
